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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-20 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a housing comprising a receiving part formed at one side of the bottom 
thereof to receive and fix the print head unit therein, the receiving part having an ink 
feed hole including a dam on its perimeter to support the head chip, and a separate 
secondary dam of the same height as the dam which also supports the head chip. It is 
this limitation found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art.
